Records of County Convention 
Monday, Feb. 11, 1946. 


The meeting of the Sullivan County delegation was called to 
order by the Chairman, Mr. Calvin Oakes, at 11.15 A. M. for the 
purpose of adopting the budget for 1946. 


The following members responded to roll call: Francis J. Caha- 
lan of Claremont, Calvin Oakes, H. Louis Tardiff of Claremont, Le- 
land L. Riley of Croydon, Allen Walker of Grantham, Frank Farm- 
er and John R. Kelly of Newport, Lena Read of Plainfield, Edith B. 
Gardner of Springfield, T. Oliver Russell of Georges Mills, George 
S. Callum of Unity, David E. Williams of Washington. The County 
Commissioners also were present. 


Mr. Oakes read a letter from Sheriff McCusker regretting his 
inability to attend, along with an explanation of the increase in 
costs of his department. Several members were not satisfied at the 
great increase and requested a breakdown of expenses for their in- 
spection. As there was none available at the meeting Mr. Howland 
telephoned to Newport to get it. In the meantime at the request of 
the delegation members the County Commissioners explained to the 
satisfaction of the Delegation the reason for the great increase re- 
quested under Welfare Administration for care of children, also 
care outside the home. There has been an increase in the board of 
children from twenty dollars per month to twenty-five dollars per 
month. There has also been quite an increase in the number of 
children the County has to care for. We were enlightened at the 
same time about the difference between a town charge and a county 
charge. An explanation was given why there was such a drastic dif- 
ference between the expenses of the three county commissioners. 


Mr. Stanley Colby, the County Farm Bureau Agent, spoke 
briefly, explaining the Farm Bureau Budget items. 


At 12.15 P. M. the delegation went into executive session. Mr. 
Calvin Oakes turned the meeting over to Mr. T. O. Russell of 
Georges Mills, Chairman of the Finance Committee. He in turn ex- 
plained in detail the decision of this committee. The report of the 
Finance Committee was read by Mrs. Lena Read. The committee 
recommended that the sum of $120,000.00 be raised by taxation. 
After a lengthy discussion, Mr. Tardiff of Claremont made a mo- 
tion, which was seconded by Mr. Cahalan, that the’sum of $125,- 
359.53 be raised by taxation, as requested by the County Commis- 
sioners. Mr. Oakes made a suggestion that this be amended to the 
sum of $125,000.00. The delegation voted favorably on this motion. 
The meeting then adjourned until after lunch. 
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After reconvening, Clinton K. Barton, Register of Deeds, ex- 
plained the reasons for the need of enlarging his department. Mr. 
Oakes appointed a committee of investigation, with T. O. Russell as 
chairman, also, to serve with him Mr. John Kelly, Mrs. Lena Read, 
H. Louis Tardiff, and Maurice Cummings. Mr. Leland Riley of Croy- 
don made a motion which was seconded by John R. Kelly of New- 
port, that the committee hire an architect one day, to meet with 
them to determine whether the present building could be used, and 
if so to submit plans, if not to submit plans for a new building. 
This was also voted upon favorably. 


Next Mr. John Kelly made a motion which was seconded by 
Mr. Russell, that the Commissioners get a thorough survey to 
see what it would cost to install oil burners in two furnaces at the 
County Home, the third to be left as it now is, in case of an emer- 
gency. The expense of heating with oil is to be compared with that 
of burning coal, which is in use at the present time. 


Clerk hire in the office of Probate was discussed very fully, 
at the close of which Mr. Tardiff made a motion, seconded by Mr. 
Farmer of Newport, that the Chairman of the Delegation, Mr. 
Oakes, investigate the matter, taking it up with the attorney gen- 
eral, and as a result of this investigation the decision whether or 
not the $500.00 should be paid to that department by the County 
Commissioners should be left to the discretion of Mr. Oakes. These 
two motions were voted upon favorably. 


A favorable vote was taken on the motion made by Mr. Riley 
and seconded by Mr. Kelly, that hereafter the Commissioners mail 
to the delegation members with the budget, a detailed breakdown 
of expenses of the County Commissioners, also the Sheriff and his 
Deputies. 

Mr. Walter Howland then gave to the Delegates, a report 
which he had telephoned to Newport to get, of the expenses of the 
Sheriff and his various Deputies, broken down into travel, per diem 
and miscellaneous (this last included hotel, meals, etc.) 


On a motion made by Mr. Tardiff and seconded by Mr. Caha- 
lan, it was voted to accept the recommendation made by the Fi- 
nance Committee, to rescind the vote as of Feb. 15, 1945 at Con- 
cord, N. H., whereby “That in the future the County Commissioners 
print a detailed account of all County Officers expenses, in the 
County Report,” and to notify Mrs. Bartlett of this decision. 


A vote of thanks was given to Mr. and Mrs. George for the 
very appetizing and well prepared dinner which was served to the 
Delegation and the County Commissioners. Every bit of food served 
was raised at the farm except the coffee and lettuce. May I also 
take the liberty to say that the Delegation was very happy to note 
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the cleanliness of every place visited at the Home, and to observe 
the cordial manner all those who are staying at the home received 
from Mr. and Mrs. George. 


The meeting adjourned at 4 P. M.

On May 6, 1946 a special meeting was called in conformity 
with the request of the County Commissioners, in accordance with 
chapter 120, Section 3 of the Laws of 1933. 


The Sullivan County Delegation met at 1.380 p. m., Thursday, 
May 238, 1946, at the Sullivan County Court House, Newport, N. H. 


The meeting was called to order by the chairman, Mr. Calvin 
Oakes, of Claremont. The following answered to roll call: Elsie 
Bailey and Frank Farmer, Newport; Allen Walker, Grantham; 
David Williams, Washington; Lena Read, Plainfield; Leland Riley, 
Croydon; Lanley Bowlby, sept gs George Callum, Unity, and Edith 
Gardner, Springfield. 


Mr. Walter Howland, County Commissioner, explained the pur- 
pose of the meeting. Architects were present and submitted four 
plans. Changes on main floor of present building were discussed, 
also plans for new building on lot next to Court House. 


Stanley Orcutt presented scheme A, a plan by which the pres- 
ent building would be enlarged a distance of 14 feet front. This 
would provide more room for Register of Deeds, Clerk of Court, 
Register of Probate and provide for lawyers rooms. It would leave 
the County Commissioners’ rooms as at present and would not 
make room for two probation offices as suggested by the Judge. 

Scheme B. This plan would enlarge Register of Deeds and 
Clerk of Court offices, leave Register of Probate as at present and 
reduce the size of the County Commissioners’ rooms. This plan al- 
so provides a lawyers room, basement, jury room and women’s jury 
room in connection with court. 

Scheme C. This plan was superseded by Scheme B. 

Scheme D provides for an entirely new building with Register 
of Deeds office on second floor and Register of Probate on first floor, 
eighteen feet away from present building. 

Mr. Howland expressed the opinions of the commissioners and 
the committee. 

The joint building committee recommended scheme D. The esti- 
mated cost of building was $50,500.00. On scheme A the cost was 
$30,000.00 and on scheme B, $25,000.00. 
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Remarks 


Kenneth Andler stated that years ago there was enough room, 
but the county had grown so, that there is terrific pressure in the 
Register of Deeds office, it being impossible to work in the vault 
when there are six or seven people in there and that there is no 
room to lay out blue prints. The real estate value of Sullivan Coun- 
ty at present is $26,032,570.00. He stated that other counties have 
plenty of room to work. 


Mr. Ray Denault said scheme D seemed to be restricted as to 
room. 

Robert Buckley stated Sullivan County was the most cramped 
of any registry he has ever been in and urged a change most forc- 
ibly. 

Bernard Butler of Newport Savings Bank was entirely in ac- 
cord with the recommendation. 

Clinton K. Barton said the present 13 ft. by 17 ft. space where 
three desks, a table, large entry books, besides the two full time 
girls and himself made the quarters very crowded. There is no 
place except the table where an attorney is working, so the entries 
must be put back nights. The present vault is 6 ft. x 16 ft. The in- 
dex case is 4 ft. x 6 ft, and after ten years they are permanently 
filed in vault. He then described the Keene office to the Delgates. 


From 1827 to 1911, a period of 84 years, there were 176 vol- 
umes; from 1911-19385, a period of: 24 years, there were 73 volumes; 
from 1935-1946, a period of 11 years, 51 volumes. The storage was 
estimated to be enough to last about five years longer. A ladder 
had to be climbed to get records, and there was no room for lawyers 
or office personnel. 

The Sullivan County Bar association suggested something be 
done to improve facilities as soon as possible. 

Mr. Daniel stated the State Probation office room upstairs with 
municipal court was very inconvenient. 

Mr. George Lewis suggested abandoning policy of Sullivan 
County to patch things up and to make the improvement a perm- 
anent one. 

John Condon wished to go on record as being in favor of a new 
building. 

Next Mr. John Condon and members of State Retirement Board 
explained the advantages of the retirement plan. 

Mr. Calvin Oakes introduced the chairman of the board, Donald 
Matson, and secretary of the board of trustees, Robert Jewell. 


Mr. Matson stated the commission sent out set of resolutions 
similar to an insurance policy. Those who come into system at 
present elect to have its benefits for county employees. $6.40 on 
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each $100.00 payroll would take care of past service giving credit 
for years, it being similar to a paid up policy. Over a period of time 
this rate should diminish. A new employee must be a member of 
the system if adopted. 

Actual benefits are retirement for persons sixty-five years old 
having thirty-five years service, on half pay; those disabled after 
ten years of service and those suffering accidents are entitled to 
benefits. The maximum benefit is half pay based on age and years 
of service. If employee leaves employment he receives the money 
paid in, plus 8% interest, but the county receives nothing back 
for its share paid in on him. 

The $6.40 on each $100.00 contributed by county regardless of 
number of years on payroll, is sufficient to take care of prior service 
and current credit. No elected officials need enter, only regular full 
time county employees. 

Mr. Condon stated 2850 had joined, 200 withdrawn, and 2650 
are now active. The State Bond issue is $3,500,000.00. 

As this was a serious problem and only eleven out of twenty- 
five present, there was a question as to a quorum being present, 
and as only one member of Finance Committee was at meeting, this 
person not having been present at the last meeting of the Finance 
Committee, and another member having died leaving a vacancy on 
that committee, Mr. Oakes suggested that action on this discus- 
sion be postponed to a later date. 

Mr. Williams made motion which was seconded by Mr. Beaudry, 
that this meeting be postponed to a later date, that date to be set 
by the chairman. 

Mr. Riley suggested the motion be amended to read, not later 
than July 1, 1946. 

Miss Bailey suggested postponement and that a definite date 
be set, that date being June 138, 1946. 

Mr. Williams withdrew his previous motion, and made the mo- 
tion that the meeting be postponed until June 13, 1946 at 11 a. 
m. at the County Home. This motion was seconded by Mr. Beaudry. 
Motion sustained, and Delegation went home. 


The postponed meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was 
called to order by the chairman, Mr. Calvin Oakes, at the Sullivan 
County Home, at 11 a. m., June 13, 1946. 

Present at roll call were the following: Frank W. Hamlin, 
Charlestown; Francis J. Cahalan, Alfred J. Marcotte, Calvin Oakes, 
Claremont; Leland Riley, Croydon; Lenley Bowlby, Goshen; Allen 
Walker, Grantham; Elsie Bailey, Maurice Cummings, Frank Farm- 
er, Newport; Lena Read, Plainfield; Tony Russell, Sunapee; George 
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Callum, Unity; David Williams, Washington; Edith Gardner, 
Springfield. 

Mr. Condon explained briefly, the detailed explanation having 
been covered the previous meeting, the State Retirement plan, stat- 
ing that Belknap County was in, and Merrimack County had ap- 
proved the system. Anyone entering after July 1, 1946, would au- 
tomatically be in. It was stated the Sullivan County fund would be 
$2392.00 if all participated. 

Mr. Oakes called an executive session of delegates to take ac- 
tion. The County Commissioners and Mr. Condon were recalled for 
questions. The committee then went into executive session again 
and after a discussion by members of delegation, Mr. Riley made a 
motion, which was seconded by Mr. Williams, that this delegation 
take no action at this time. Motion was sustained. 

Next the problem of additional facilities for Register of Pro- 
bate and Register of Deeds was taken up. 

Mr. Orcutt estimated cost of plans that the committee say, 
was $50,500.00 and than an additional 10 foot space would make 
the cost $62,000.00. 

Next Mr. Clinton Barton stressed need of additional space, 
commenting on over-crowded conditions. From Jan. 1, 1945-June 
1, 1945 there were 978 entries; from Jan. 1, 1946-June 1, 1946 there 
were 1567 entries, and in the month of May 1945, there were 245 
entries compared to May, 1946, a total of 476 entries. 


Tohy Russell suggested that complete details be worked out be- 
fore building started. 


Mr. Maurice Cummings stated the land is owned by the Town 
of Newport and the County of Sullivan. He inquired if the Town 
voted to ask, if there would be any objections to adding a place on 
the back side of the new building for a police department for the 
Town of Newport. There were no objections. 


Mr. Cummings moved that the County Delegates vote to adopt 
plan D, dated May 4, 1946, submitted by Orcutt and Marston and 
this plan be later amended to extend the building 10 feet, and that 
the County Commissioners be authorized to float a bond issue not 
to exceed $65,000.00 excluding architects fees, at the lowest rate of 
interest. This motion was seconded by Mr. Russell and was carried. 


Mr. Cummings then moved that the chairman of the delegation 
be authorized to appoint a building committee to work with the 
County Commissioners, not to exceed five members, one to be a 
lawyer. This motion was seconded by Mr. Cahalan. Motion was sus- 
tained. Amendment to motion was that the County Commissioners 
and the building committée work in cooperation with town officials 
at Newport.

We then had a very delightful dinner served in the dining room. 

After dinner the report on converting to oil was taken up. After 
a discussion Mr. Cummings made the motion that the County Com- 
missioners be authorized, if in their judgment the installation of 
oil burning equipment was the best plan, to proceed with the con- 
version. The motion was seconded by Mr. Oakes, and sustained by 
the Delegation. 

After a vote of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. George the meeting ad- 
journed at 2.05 p. m. 


June 19, 1946. 
In accordance with the vote at the last Sullivan County Dele- 
gation meeting that the Chairman of the Delegation appoint a 
Building Committee to serve with the Commissioners in connection 
with the proposed building at Newport to house the Register of 
Deeds and the Register of Probate, the following committee has 
been appointed:

July 10, 1946. 
A joint meeting of the Records Building Committee and the 
County Commissioners was held at the Commissioners’ office at 
7.30 p. m., July 10th, with the following present: Herman Rice, Wm. 
Nolin, Claremont; Lenley Bowlby, Goshen; M. H. Cummings, New- 
port; T. O. Russell, Georges Mills; Comm. Alfred Pierce, Fred 
Perry. 


The usual procedure was taken to organize the Building Com- 
mittee. Herman Rice was elected Chairman and T. O. Russell, Clerk. 


Mr. Pierce explained the procedure of the Finance Committee 
and the County Commissioners to the newly appointed members of 
the Committee, Russell and Cummings having served on the finance 
committee. 


On Mr. Cummings’ suggestion, Mr. Kenneth Shaw was inter- 
viewed in regard to viewing his newly renovated building as a pos- 
sible building for County Records building. 

Motion made by Nolin and supported by Cummings, and so 
voted, that although Mr. Shaw’s building location was satisfactory, 
but that Mr. Shaw had expended so much money and repaired to 
such an extent, which is not in line with a records building, that 
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the Committee thought it too much of an expense to accept Mr. 
Shaw’s proposition to renovate it further for a records building. 
The next meeting with the architects and the committee at the 
call of the chairman. Voted to adjourn.

A joint meeting of the Sullivan County Records Building Com- 
mittee with the County Commissioners and architects Orcutt and 
Marston. The following were present: Commissioners Pierce, Perry 
and Fairbanks; Chairman Herman Rice, Lenley Bowlby, William 
Nolin, M. H. Cummings, Tony Russell, County Solicitor Hamlin 
and Register of Deeds Barton. 

Discussion ensued in regard to who should sign the contracts. 
It was decided that the County Commissioners have the legal right 
to sign contracts, and that the Building Committee act in an ad- 
visory capacity. 

Discussion as to co-ownership of land where Court House is 
now situated and lot adjacent thereto. Titles were checked from the 
county records and it was decided to get legal title from town, 
also, county to give legal title to town for police station. 

Discussion ensued as to legality of vote of County Convention 
authorizing bond issue. Finally after much discussion, etc., motion 
was made by Cummings and seconded by Nolin and so voted: That 
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the County Commissioners issue a written request to the Chairman 
of the County Convention requesting him to call a special meeting 
of the County Convention for the following purpose: To pass such 
enabling acts as may be required to meet the legal formalities re- 
quired for the purpose of floating a bond issue, for the erection of 
the County Records building, so called, and to pass any other vote 
or resolution in furtherance thereof.

At the request of the Sullivan County Commissioners the Sulli- 
van County Convention met at the County Home, Thursday, Dec. 
19, 1946. 


The meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was called to 
order by the Chairman, Mr. Calvin Oakes at 12 m. The following 
members responded to roll call: Francis J. Cahalan, Calvin Oakes, 
Joseph D. Carton, Alexis Beaudry, Louis Tardiff, Alfred J. Mar- 
cotte, of Claremont; Lenley Y. Bowlby of Goshen; Maurice H. Cum- 
mings, Frank M. Farmer of Newport; Lena A. Read of Plainfield; 
Edith B. Gardner, Springfield; T. Oliver Russell, Sunapee; Geo. S. 
Callum, Unity, and David E. Williams, Washington. 


Mr. Howard Hamlin was present and explained the legal points 
of the various resolutions. 


First resolution was offered by Maurice J. Cummings of New- 
port, N. H., and adopted by the Delegation: RESOLVED: That the 
County Commissioners be and hereby are authorized and empow- 
ered to enter into negotiations and contract with and procure from 
the Town of Newport, New Hampshire, additional rights in the 
land acquired by it from said Town of Newport and to be used by 
it in common with said Town of Newport under a deed dated Octo- 
ber 29, 1885 and recorded in the Sullivan County Registry of Deeds 
in Volume 122, Page 134, to the end that it may use the land in said 
deed therein referred to as follows: “Also the right in common with 
said Town of Newport to combine and enjoy the lands surrounding 
and adjacent thereto for all necessary purposes of building, re- 
pairing and in case of destruction, of rebuilding said courthouse, 
offices and appendages for all purposes necessary to the full and 
free use and enjoyment thereof;’’for the purpose of erecting there- 
on a building to house the offices and safes of the Register of Deeds 
and the Register of Probate of the County of Sullivan and a Police 
Station for the Town of Newport. 


The second resolution was offered by T. O. Russell of Sunapee, 
N. H. This resolution was re-read by Calvin J. Oakes, and dis- 
cussed at length by the Delegation. It was then adopted by the Dele- 
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gation. RESOLVED: That the County Commissioners, together 
with the Building Committee selected under the vote of this Con- 
vention held on June 13, 1946, be and hereby are authorized and 
empowered to construct a building in conjunction with the Town of 
Newport to be known as the Sullivan County Records Building and 
for a Police Station for the Town of Newport upon land now com- 
monly owned and used by the County of Sullivan and the Town of 
Newport, the County of Sullivan to defray the cost and expense of 
the building and construction of the Sullivan County Records Build- 
ing and the Town of Newport to defray the cost and expense of 
the building and construction of its Police Station. 


And be it further resolved that the County Commissioners of 
the County of Sullivan be and hereby are empowered and author- 
ized to borrow upon the credit of the County of Sullivan, a sum 
not to exceed Sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) for the purpose 
of paying the expense and cost of the construction of the Sullivan 
County Records Building (exclusive of architectural fees and costs 
of furnishing and equipping said offices) and for that purpose may 
issue bonds or notes in the name of and on behalf of the County of 
Sullivan at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, said interest to 
be paid semi-annually and have interest coupons attached to each 
bond. Such bonds or notes shall be issued in denominations of Two 
hundred dollars ($200), Five hundred dollars ($500), or One thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000), and shall be issued at such time as the County 
Commissioners shall determine and shall be payable not more than 
twenty years from the date of the issuance, and at a place to be 
named therein; and such bonds or notes shall be signed by at least 
two of the County Commissioners, countersigned by the Treasurer 
of Sullivan County, and registered by the Clerk of Court for the 
County of Sullivan, and shall be deemed a pledge of the faith and 
credit of the County of Sullivan. In the issuance and selling of such 
bonds or notes in accordance with, in conformity to and pursuant 
to the Municipal Bonding Act and Sections 22 and 23 of Chapter 
47 of the Revised laws of New Hampshire. 


The third resolution was offered by Mr. Louis Tardiff of Clare- 
mont and adopted by the Delegation. RESOLVED: That the County 
Commissioners and the Committee appointed by the Chairman of 
the Sullivan County Delegation under a vote passed at a meeting 
of this Convention held June 18, 1946, be and hereby are constituted 
and elected as a Building Committee for the construction of the 
Sullivan County Records Building and be it further resolved that 
the County Commissioners of Sullivan County be and hereby are 
authorized and empowered to sign and execute all agreements, 
contracts and other instruments in connection with the acquisition 
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of land from the Town of Newport, New Hampshire, employment 
of architects and the letting of contracts for the construction of 
said Sullivan County Records Building and for any other purposes 
that may be necessary in carrying into effect the intent and pur- 
poses of the votes and resolutions adopted under items 1 and 2 
of the call of this meeting. 


A motion was made by Mr. George Callum of Unity and sec- 
onded by Mr. Francis J. Cahalan of Claremont and adopted by the 
Convention to rescind resolution No. 1. Mr. Maurice Cummings of 
Newport then offered the following resolution in its place. This in 
turn was adopted by the Delegation. Resolution No. 1—New Draft. 
RESOLVED: That the County Commissioners be and hereby are 
authorized and empowered to enter into negotiations and contract 
with and procure from the Town of Newport, New Hampshire, ad- 
ditional rights in the land acquired by it from said Town of New- 
port and to be used by it in common with said Town of Newport 
under a deed dated October 29, 1885 and recorded in the Sullivan 
County Registry of Deeds in Volume 122, page 134, to the end that 
it may use the land in said deed therein referred to as follows: 
(Also the right in common with said Town of Newport to enter up- 
on, occupy and enjoy the lands surrounding and adjacent thereto 
for all necessary purposes of building, repairing and in case of 
destruction of rebuilding said Court House, Offices and appendages 
and for all purposes necessary to the full and free use and enjoy- 
ment thereof.) For the purpose of erecting thereon a building to be 
known as the Sullivan County Records Building and for a Police 
Station for the Town of Newport. 


A recess was called and the Delegation was served dinner in 
the dining room. A vote of thanks was given to Mr. and Mrs. 
George for an excellent dinner. At 3 p. m. the Delegation recon- 
vened. Resolution No. 4 was offered by Mr. Geo. Callum of Unity 
and adopted by the Delegation. RESOLVED: That the Clerk of 
this Delegation be and hereby is authorized and empowered to 
make any corrections in the form of the Resolutions adopted at this 
meeting as may be necessary or required but in no way to change 
the substance and intent of the subject matter of said resolution. 


At 3.15 p. m., Mrs. Lena Read made a motion to adjourn. This 
was seconded by Mr. T. O. Russell.

Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Law of the State of New Hamp- 
shire the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present the 
Annual Report of the County Commissioners, the County Home, 
and House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, Clerk of 
Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, and the Physician of the County Home for 
the year ending December 31, 1946. 


In presenting our annual report, we have operated within our 
budget but have been compelled to draw upon funds set aside for 
other purposes, and instead of having a surplus to turn back for 
next year’s operation, our budget will have to be materially in- 
creased for 1947 but a reduction should be forthcoming in 1948. 


Relief 


There has been unusual relief for the support of children. In 
1945 we paid $14,040.48. In 1946 we paid nearly $21,000.00, an in- 
crease of about 50%, and if conditions continue in 1947, $25,000 will 
not pay the bill. We believe laws should be enacted to prevent such 
conditions. 


The Records Building 


Much preliminary work has been done by the architects, Orcutt 
and Marston of Hanover, on what we hope to be a very fine and 
much needed building to contain the offices of the Register of Deeds 
and the Register of Probate. 


Dr. Herman H. Rice of Claremont is chairman of the building 
committee. The other members are Tony Russell of Sunapee, Mau- 
rice Cummings of Newport, William E. Nolin of Claremont, and 
Lenley Bowlby of Goshen. These gentlemen and the commissioners 
form the group who will sell the bonds, the contracts, and handle 
all the details. 

Due to the fact that the town of Newport wishes to erect a 
jail at the rear of the building, and the land being held jointly by 
Sullivan County and the town of Newport, no further action will 
be taken until after town meeting, March 11, at which time the 
voters will be asked to grant permission for the erection of this 
building on the land owned jointly by the town and county. 


County Property 


We feel that all county buildings should be kept in as good 
condition as possible. Our Superior Court rooms and county offices 
have received a fresh coat of paint. 
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County Home 


In spite of all efforts to keep the costs down we are up against 
the cold facts that the jailer, nurses and dairy help which we could 
hire in 1941 and 1942 for $50.00, $85.00 and $60.00 respectively, are 
costing us from 50% - 87% - 100% more. The same is true for all 
medicines and other supplies. For all the unfortunate conditions, 
we do have at our hospital a most loyal and intelligent staff and 
we cannot praise their wonderful work enough. Please read the en- 
closed copy received from the State Board of Public Welfare.

Due to unsettled steel conditions we have not received a price 
on new doors and construction to remodel the jail, but it may cost 
from $800 to $1000. 

The new cow barn has been well started and will be completed 
this summer.

It is being built as near 
fireproof as possible for the money. 

The survey, as ordered by the Delegation to determine if oil 
could be substituted for coal to effect a saving has been completed 
and it has been shown that the soft coal cannot be replaced by oil 
to any advantage.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Board of County Commissioners: 


We feel that the past year has been in many respects quite 
satisfactory. The farm crops have been good as a whole, especially 
the corn and hay. One large silo was filled with grass silage which 
is proving highly successful. 

Another new silo 16x85 feet was built and filled with corn 
silage. Fifteen acres of field corn yielded sixteen hundred bushels 
of hard corn which has been a considerable factor in a one 
hundred and fifty pigs and hogs. 

Our poultry project was nearly doubled this year and has prov- 
en profitable both in money value, and the meat consumed or stored 
in the freezer. 

With the completion of the new barn now being constructed, 
we feel that some real progress can be made with our dairy herd. 

While expenses have necessarily been high, considering cost 
of labor and supplies purchased, operating costs show but small 
increase over preceding years. This has been offset by larger in- 
come. 

The hospital has been full most of the year, with patients re- 
quiring a great deal of care, and we wish to express our gratitude 
to the nurses and attendants who have so faithfully and cheerfully 
cared for them. 

We wish to thank everyone who has contributed flowers, books 
and entertainments and assure them that their efforts were appre- 
ciated by the patients and inmates of the Home.

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Solicitor’s Report 
February 7, 1947. 


To the County Commissioners of Sullivan County: 


I have the privilege, the pleasure and the duty to submit to 
you herewith my report as Solicitor for the time being of the 
County of Sullivan from the 24th day of September, 1945 to and 
including the 3ist day of December, 1946. 


On the date of my assuming the office of Solicitor for the time 
being, the grand jurors were in session and the first case for their 
consideration was the case of State vs. Arthur Fedor. An indict- 
ment was returned charging the respondent with the crime of ar- 
son. A jury waived trial was had consuming approximately four 
weeks of time and a verdict of not guilty was returned by the Court. 


At the September term, 1945, your Solicitor was called upon to 
prosecute an appealed case from the Municipal Court of Newport 
entitled State vs. Emnet N. Wilson in which case the respondent 
was charged with driving an automobile while under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor. The case was tried before a jury and resulted 
in a verdict of guilty. 


George Frederick St. Lawrence, Richard Harding Davis and 
Basil Lawrence Gray were brought before the Superior Court on 
February 12, 1946, having previously waived indictment upon 
charges of breaking and entering and larceny and upon pleas of 
guilty, ordered to make restitution, pay costs of court and placed 
on probation. 


On February 12, 1946, Herbert L. Bundy was brought before 
the Superior Court having previously waived indictment charged 
with driving recklessly with death resulting to Ulric Dufresne and 
upon a plea of guilty was fined $250.00 and ordered to pay costs 
of Court, sentenced to not more than 3 nor less than 2 years at hard 
labor in the State Prison. The prison sentence was suspended and 
he was placed on probation for the term of three years. Mittimus to 
issue at the call of the County Solicitor. 


At the February term, 1946, of the Superior Court an appealed 
case from the Municipal Court of Claremont entitled State vs. 
Charles J. Beaudette, in which the respondent was charged with 
driving a motor vehicle while under the influence of liquor, was 
tried before a jury and a verdict of not guilty returned. 


At the February term, 1946, of the Superior Court the follow- 
ing cases were disposed of after indictment by the Grand Jury: 
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State vs. Ernest Greenwood, embezzlement and upon a plea of 
guilty was to make restitution of $500.00, sentenced to not more 
than 3 years nor less than 2 years at hard labor in State Prison, 
sentence suspended, he was placed on probation. Mittimus to is- 
sue at the call of the County Solicitor. 


State vs. Lloyd Smith, burglary, plea of guilty. Sentenced to 
not more than 10 years nor less than 8 years at hard labor in 
State’s Prison, following the serving of the remainder of sentence 
of which he was at the time of the burglary, on parole. 


State vs. George Mihow, alias George Mihoy, burglary. Plea 
of guilty. Sentenced to not more than 10 years nor less than 8 
years at hard labor in State’s Prison. 


State vs. Chester Bistowski, assault with intent to kill. Plea 
of guilty. Sentenced to not more than 15 years nor less than 12 
years at hard labor in State’s Prison. 


State vs. Esther Smart, alias Esther Mandigo, abandonment. 
Placed on probation for three years. 


At the February term, 1946, of the Superior Court, the ap- 
pealed case from the Municipal Court of Claremont of State vs. 
William Fergnani was disposed of, the respondent was charged 
with operating a motor vehicle after his permit to do so had been 
revoked by the Commissioner of Motor Vehicle. This respondent 
had been before numerous Municipal Courts of this State for other 
motor vehicle violations and because of his many violations, was 
given a 60 day sentence in jail. 


At the September term, 1946, of Superior Court indictments 
were returned in the following cases and sentences imposed as fol- 
lows: 


State vs. Franklin R. Sleeper, murder in the first degree. Plead 
guilty to murder in the second degree and sentenced to not more 
than 40 years nor less than 30 years at hard labor in State’s Prison. 


The cases of: 


State vs. Raymond Sanborn 
State vs. John Roberts 
State vs. Delphis Roberts 
State vs. Donald Wilson 
State vs. Edward Woods 
State vs. Henry Fair 


were all statutory rape cases. These respondents were each given 
a sentence of not more than 3 years nor less than 1 year, 1 day at 
hard labor in State’s Prison. The same girl, a minor fourteen years 
of age, was involved in the cases of Sanborn, Roberts, Wilson and 
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Woods. This girl was afterwards sent to the Laconia State School 
for the feeble minded. In the Fair case, the girl had previous to the 
Court hearing, been committed to the State Industrial School at 
Manchester. 


State vs. Carl Kinney was a case of breaking, entering and 
larceny, upon a plea of guilty the respondent was sentenced to not 
more than 5 years nor less than 3 years at hard labor in State’s 
Prison. 


State vs. Charles Bertrand, breaking and entering, upon a 
plea of guilty he was sentenced to 1 year at the House of Correc- 
tion. 


State vs. Aime Joseph Boutin, aggravated assault. Sentenced 
to not more than 2 years nor less than 1 year, 1 day at State’s 
Prison. Sentence suspended. Placed upon probation for 2 years. 


State vs. Charles Jacobs, breaking and entering and stealing 
an automobile. Plead guilty. Continued for sentence. Placed on pro- 
bation for 2 years. 


Indictments have been previously returned against Stanton H. 
Goulette and Lyle L. Hutchins, on charges of larceny of automo- 
biles. They have been apprehended and are now in Hillsborough 
County Jail awaiting trial at the February term of Court. 


Aside from these cases the Solicitor has handled many cases 
of non-support and other misdemeanors. Juvenile offenders are re- 
quiring much attention from this office as well as the attention of 
other enforcement officers. Your Solicitor is of the opinion that the 
juvenile problem is more of an adult problem and that resort should 
more frequently be made to the law which permits parents and oth- 
ers to be brought before the Court for contributing to the delin- 
quency of the juveniles. 


More than fifteen years ago when I was then holding the of- 
fice of County Solicitor, I vigorously opposed the disposal of our 
County Jail at Newport, feeling that the County jail should in no 
way be a part of the County Home at Unity. 


The County Jail at Unity is now inadequate and prisoners are 
no longer detained there under the order of our Superior Court. 
All prisoners committed to jail now have to be taken to the Hills- 
borough County Jail at Manchester, N. H. Your Solicitor recom- 
mends that immediate steps be taken toward building a new County 
Jail. 


There are no civil suits pending against the County at this time. 
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I wish at this time to thank the County Commissioners, Sheriff 
James F. McCusker and his staff of Deputies, Superintendent 
George of the County Farm, Chief William C. Nobbs of the Clare- 
mont Police Department, former Chief Merton J. Sargent and the 
present Chief Alex Lewko of the Newport Police Department and 
their officers, Chief Adolphus Stevens of the Charlestown Police 
Department and Police Officers of other towns in the County, the 
members of the State Police, Medical Referee, Dr. John H. Mun- 
roe, and all others who have in any way contributed to the success 
of law enforcements in the Sullivan County.
